Twenty acres on which is. lo- 
cated Parkside will be purchased 
by the Carlton Builders when the 
U. S. Housing authority releases 
the land, Arthur FE. Edmunds, said 
vesterday. 

The land is owned by the in- 
terests controlled by Harold Ste- 
wart and the building firm has an 
option, expiring 30 days after the 
land is. available.

An Open Letter To The People Of Ontario And Our Many Friends: 


Monday night by a 3 to 2 vote, the Ontario City Council took action that forced us to close 


our operations in Ontario.

We sincerely regret the inconvenience that our many friends and patrons 


o Taxi has operated 


continuously in Ontario and in the recent years has extended its service in Upland. During this time 
it has chalked up more than six million miles in safe, courteous and efficient service to the people of these 
communities, and has grown froma one cab operation to a ten car service company with the latest and 


best équipmeént. 


We could not have done this without public support of a management which con- 


sistently followed a policy of putting legitimate taxicab operation, safety and service to the public fore- 


most. 


Due to the fact that the rates are set by City Ordinance, we have not always operated at a 


profit but nevertheless maintained high standards of operation and ethics. 


A few 


weeks ago the On- 


tario City Council, by unanimous vote, recognized that an adjustment of rates was in order and grant- 


éd increases to permit us to cope with the rising spiral of inflation. 


On the strength of this increase in 


rates which would allow us to operate at a profit, we secured commitments for new financing which 
not only would have enabled us to remain in business but to purchase new equipment and to con- 
tinue to expand to meet the needs of this growing community. 


Monday evening the Council granted a permit¢to operate in Ontario to a taxicab applicant 
who has been in the taxicab business in Upland for less than a year and who applied for his permit 
on the basis of rates which will not permit profitable taxicab operation. The law requires that before 
a taxi permit be issued, there be a finding (supposediy based on facts) that “the public interest, con- 


venience and necessity, REQUIRE the issuance of the permit applied for.” 


All of 


the evidence ad- 


duced at the hearing before the Council by persons having first-hand knowledge of the history of the 
taxicab business in Ontario and its transportation requirements, the safety factors involved, and having 
the public interest in mind showed that the Ontario Taxi has in the past, and now does, adequately 


furnish all of the taxicab transportation needs of Ontario. 


The only basis for granting the permit to 


another cab company was apparently a desire on the part of some miembers of the Council to admit 
competition in a situation where the necessity for same was not shown. We do not believe that the 
public interest can in any way be served by the Council's action, but ‘om the contrary it will prove to 


have beer a 


dis-service to the people of Ontario. 


If we were to remain in business we would be forced to meet this cut-rate competition and to 


continue to operate at a deficit which has been piling up for many, many months.
